They 
were even found strolling down the Kurftirstendamm ~ as 
though nothing had happened.” They must remain at home. 
That-was “the last warning” to them. What would happen 
if the warning were not taken, and a Jew were still found on 
the Kurftirstendamm, he did not say.

Captain Hudson urges that the 
Jewish people, like other sections of the Community, are to be 
found in each of our political parties, and “if they are keen 
supporters and wish to take an active part in politics, they 
will wish to join some organisation in their locality in. order 
to work together for the cause in ,which they believe.” Our 
answer—a very obvious one-—is that they can join the organis- 
ation as individuals, and not collectively, in a body labelled 
Jewish. To-organise as Jews within and on behalf of one par- 
ticular party is to antagonise all other parties to Jews as such. 
Captain Hudson argues that “no section of the Community in 
Great Britain can afford to stand entirely aloof from politics at the 
present time. If he will amend that so as to read that no 
individual can afford to do so, we shall be entirely with him. 
The writers of both letters are emphatic that no hostility is intended 
towards the Board of Deputies. If so, we suggest: that they leave 
the task of protecting Jewish interests to this body, which has far 
more experience and much greater potency than any local ad hoc 
Organisation can command, however excellent its intentions.

T is impossible to read all this without deducing two things (1) 
The various affiliated Synagogues are being subjected to influence 
from the Board and their liberty is to that extent fettered ; and (2) 
the Federation candidates who wish to be elected must “ toe the 
line’ drawn by the Board of the Federation. Both things represent 
a big extension of the practice that has hitherto obtained in 
Deputies’ elections. They mean that the Synagogues not merely 
dabble in politics—which they cannot avoid—but in political 
methods which are new to Jewish life, and essentially undemocratic. 
One could argue all night on the oft-debated question of whether a 
representative is a delegate—a gramophone voicing somebody else's 
views—or a person who is at liberty to use the thinking apparatus 
with which Nature has more or less generously endowed him. But, 
on the question whether the Board of any particular organisation 
is virtually to dictate the electoral decisions of that organisation's 
constituent bodies there cannot be two opinions. So far as Jewish 
methods are concerned, the action of the Federation authorities isa 
direct invasion of Synagogal liberties, and a definite introduction of 
the methods of the political machine—a machine which, by the way, 
can, if 1 understand the facts aright, exert financial pressure on 


some of the Synagogues, though I do not say that it is prepared to 
do so. 


HAT, one is compelled to ask, is the Federation driving at ? 

It had, I believe, on the last Board of Deputies. 59 repre 
sentatives, to which number must. be added the further half-dozen 
which it now elects, so to speak, as abody. But Lalso believe thaf 
very mauy of its Svnagogues were not represented at the Depufi +. 
As, by the rules, atrivial membership of 50 entitles a Synagogue to a 
Deputy it is not stretching the facts to suppose that each of the 
places of worship referred to could, provided the fees were found for 
it in one way or another, send one member to the Board. Bul some 
would be entitled to a larger quota... The same ts true even of some 
Synagogues which were represented at the Jast Board, and l am told 
of one definite instance during the present elections, in which a 
Synagogue was urged to bring its representation from one up to the 
permitted level of four. Taking all these facts into consideration, 
it can surely be no exaggeration to suggest that the Federation has tt 
within its power to muster over one hundred, strong and obedient, at 
the Deputies’ meetings.

We must 
remember, however, that it may also captare some wobblers, or 
possibly even sympathisers, among the general body of members 
More important still, the Federation Deputies are on the spot in 
London, whereas many of the others are provincials, residing in the 
provinces, and cannot always be relied upon to attend. 


LL this means that the present regime would be harassed by an 
organised Opposition which at best would, by sheer numbers, 
weaken its authority with the outer world and hamper its 
policy; or at worst, it would be liable, at any moment, to 
defeat on a snap division. In the first alternative the present 
leaders might think it wiser to resign; in the second they would be 
compelled to do so. What then? Are we sure that they would 
submit tamely to Federation leadership of the Community, or 
remain members of a body that has embarked, under the 
Federation, on a boycott policy which they believe to be profoundly 
undesirable and dangerous ? Might they not conceivably think it 
imperative in the communal interests to spike the guns of the official 
bovcotters, even if it involved the setting up of an opposition organi- 
sation —with all that that would imply in the way of communal 
disruption and impotence? You may say these are mere nightmare 
fears. Are they? At any rate, the courses on which the Federation 
authorit ies have embarked force us to look all round the position, and 
to explore possibilities. Has the Federation any wider purpose in 
view ? What is it driving at ?

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A Christian's View of the Jewish Problem 


MR. SIDNEY DARK AT THE B'NAI B’RITH 


ISRAEL AS VICTIM OF NATIONAL ROMANTICISM 


Mr. Sidney Dark, editor of the Cuurncu Times, and author of 
“The Jew To-day,” addressed a meeting of the B'nai Brith First 
Lodge of England, at the Communal Centre on Sunday evening, on 
the subject of “The Jewish Problem as a Christian Sees It. 
Bro. S. Cohen presided. 

Mr. DARK referred to Mr. Aldous Huxley's latest book, in which 
the author argued that certain catastrophic developments 3 could 
nearly always be traced to the appearance of some particular individual 
who was able to exploit the latent sentimentalism or, if they would, 
the latent romanticism of the generation into which he was born. 
Hore, said Mr. Dark, was where the Jewish peril was pre-eminently to be 
found. The Jew might be left alone for generations to live in peace with 
his neighbours, to develop his own religious and cultural life, to stand 
apart if he would, or gradually to bo assimilated into the society in which 
he lived: and then, almost without warning, as happened in Germany, he 
would become the victim of an outbreak of what was essentially a romantic 
hatred, probably aggravated by an individual or group of individuals, fora 
political end, “In its war against the Jew,” said Mr. Dark, “ Germany ts 
warring against intelligence, against culture and in a sense against reality.” 


But let them not suppose that this mattered supremely to the practical - 


politician. .What did it matter to him if Heine's. poetry was taboo anid 
Epstein’s statues were broken, so long as the bulk of the nation would 
shout “Deutschland diber Alles” persistently and enthusiastically? “A 
minority of inconsiderable attainments and little culture may be generally 
amiably tolerated and even patronised, since they may be content with 
the position of hew rs of wood and drawers of water, Buta minority dis 
tinguished above the majority by moral and intellectual qualities is certain 
to be regarded with jealous dislike which may be easily fanned into fanatical 
hatred when a moment of romantic emotion occurs in the national life. 
That is exactly what has happened in Germany.” 
Safety in Insignificance 
Wherever the Jew was over prominent and over-successful, said Mt 

Dark, he would. be in constant danger of cither occasional or of persistent 
persecution, And if not of persecution, of widespread suspicion and 
dislike. In Kagland, in a country the majority of whose people were 
notably intelligent, tolerant and good-humoured, the Jew counted for no 
more in the national life than his numbers warranted, and the English 
Jews distinguished ia any phase of national activity were unexpectedly 
fow, This might be the consequence or tl might be the cause of the fact 
that there was hardly any active anti-Semitism in this country. He had 
said that among them a little more was asked of the Jew than of other 
men and a little less was forgiven. And that was all. But in New York 
where there was an immensely larger Jewish population, as they all 
knew, it was almost impossible for a Jew, however distinguished, or 
indeed however wealthy, to secure election in a club of any standing, 
And the reason was that in New York the Jew was far more prominent, 
and in certain respects far more influential than he was in this country. 
it would seem, therefore, that comparative obscurity was the price of 
toleration and peace. but a problem so intimately associated with human 
progress and the general well-being of human society could not be dismissed 
inthis airy way. ‘The walls of the ghettos had been knockeddown. They 
could never be rebuilt. Lt was the merest futility to speak of the Jew as 
an Asiatic alien merely sojourning for a while in Europe. The Jew was a 
Furopean~as much a European and much more than a great many of the 
poople who claimed that name. If the Jew were to be driven out of 
Europe, Kurope would lose one of its greatest assets. Therefore, in taking 
up the cudgels for the Jews they were really resisting the present trend of 
social developments in the world in which they lived, because while they 
knew that it was the Jewish people who were immediately attacked it 
was the great principles which mate life tolerable for all men and women 
which were ultimately the object of destruction. ‘The Jewish problem was 
essentially the problem of humanity. The Jew was suffering for freedom 
and decency, not only for himself but for the whole world.

He grew in fame and good report, 
and departed this world with the imperishable crown of a good name.

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THE TORAH’S MARRIAGE 


A PENTECOSTAL RITE 


By CECIL ROTH 


We are all familiar with the idea of the symbolical marriage of 
the Torah as associated with the Rejoicing of the Law, with its 
Chotan Torah and its Chatan Bereshit. Few realise, on the other 
hand. that a somewhat similar idea, carried to a more daring con- 
-in-.on, was formerly associated (and indeed, is still in many parts) 
with the Pentecost. 

rhe main conception is that this feast commemorates the 


oepousal of Israel and the Torah at the foot of Mount Sinai. This 
qu but lovely idea can be traced back in Jewish literature for a 
lon. way, owing to ite origin perhaps to the betrothal of Israel of 
«wh. lh the prophet Hosea speaks. In the course of the Middle Ages, 
t took on a wider development. The Zohar refers to the period of 
©. Omer, between Passover and Pentecost, as the days of courting 
be n Israel and his bride. In the eleventh century, the liturgical

imitated the Lenten custom of the neighbours, preparing cakes in 
the shape of a ladder. This, presumably, was intended to represent 
the bridge between earth and heaven; though it was ingeniously 
pointed out that the word for ladder (n5D) had the same numerical 
value as that for Sinai (7D). 

In all this, there is nothing to recall the Oriental marriage rite. 
But do we not perhaps still retain in our Synagogues a faint remin- 
iscence of the idea? It is an almost universal cus'om—especially 
among the Ashkenazim—to decorate the synagogue with flowers on 


Pentecost. The earliest trace of this is said to be found in the ' 


practice of Jacob ben Moses Molin (° Maharil”’: d. 1427), who recom- 
mended the custom of scattering roses and other odorous blossoms 
on the floors of the houses of prayer on this feast, as an expression 
of joy. In some parts of Italy, rose-leaves are scattered also in the 
path of the Scroll on its way from the Ark, and on the table at meal. 
time. Many reasons are given for this practice. It is said that if 
commemorated the harvest festival of former days, or the day of 
Judgment for fruit trees, which is associated in a weli-known pas 
sage of the Mishnah with Pentecost; while the greeuery reminds 
us of the verdure on the Mount of Sinai. Yet, in view of the prac 

tices described above, another explanation appears more likely. It 
is a natural custom to adorn the Synagogue with flowers on the 
occasion of a wedding.

Fate of £10,000 Scheme in the Balance 


“Serious Obstacles and Difficulties 


A meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue was held on 
Tuesday at the Communal Centre. Sir ROBERT WALEY-COHEN, 
K.B.E., one of the Vice-Presidents, presided, 

The CHAIRMAN said that he had been asked on behalf of the Honorary 
Officers to tell the Council about the investment of £10,000 which they 
decided to make with a view to playing a practical part in providing the 
means by which the victims of the inhuman persecution of Jews in 
Germany might be given an opportunity of continuing their lives in Pales- 
tine, preserving their Judaism and furthering the cause of Jewish 
religion and culture. It was a scheme for the inauguration of a 
public printing and publishing enterprise in Palestine to enable Jewish- 
German professors and authors, whose work has been brought to a sudden 
end, to continue their work and their services to mankind. It aimed at 
creating a permanent livelihood also for a number of skilled workmen who 
had lost their living in Gormany, and also at rendering service to Jewish 
cultural development. At the outset they had met with some serious 
obstacles and difficulties. But they were persevering and hoped that it 
might be possibie before long to announce that the enterprise had been set 
on foot. If their hopes should be disappointed in that particular scheme, 
they would still carry out the decision reached unanimonsly by that 
Council to invest that large sum of money in such a way as to support 
enterprise in Palestine for the purpose of offering permanent careers to 
the Jewish victims of the German persecution. 

Alderman 8S. BOLSOM, L.C.C., said that while he was glad that the 
Honorary Officers proposed to adopt another scheme if the first scheme 
was unsuccessful, it would not be very hopeful if a second scheme had 
to be adopted, as it would take another twelve months before they would 
be acquainted with any details. 

Mr. S. ELLI4 Said that the Council ought to be better informed as to 
what the difficulties of the scheme were.

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The Chief Rabbi’s Pastoral Tour 


Manchester 


The Chief Rabbi attended the Friday evening and Sabbath 
morning services at the Great Synagogue. In the course of his 
sermon on Sabbath, he uttered a solemn warning to the Jews against 
profaning the Divine Name by any actior that gave a false impres- 
sion of the moral standards of Judaism and left a stain on the 
good name of the Jewish faith and people. There was a tendency 
in the world to put down the misconduct of a Jew to his Jewish- 
ness, no matter how estranged from his faith and his people he 
might be. Thus a single Jew's offence could bring shame to 
the whole House of Isracl. It appeared that the world demanded 
® high standard of conduct of the Jews. The Rabbis had pointed 
out that when Jews forgot the oath they took at Sinai to be 
a holy people, dedicated to God and righteousness and were 
guilty of conduct that was a profanation of their faith, then 
the wild beast in man—blind prejudice and causeless hatred—was 
unchained against Israe!. Unfortunately the world seemed to judge 
Jewry not by its saints but by its sinners. In this country as in 
other civilised countries, non-Jews recognised that the Jews as a 
community were law-abiding, and their charitable and communal 
activities were regarded with unstinted admiration. Another source 
of antipathy towards the Jew, said Dr. Hertz, was the love of osten. 
tation in some Jews. The Prophet Micah held that good manners 
“ walking humbly with thy God’’—constituted one-third of religion 
and morality. Many an honourable Jew unwittingly brought his 
people into contempt because he lacked humility and his manner of 
life was marked by ostentation and so provoked anti-Semitism. 
Important as it was to make non-Jews respect Judaism, it was far 
more important to make Jews respect Judaism. Salvation lay from 
within—in self-knowledge and self-respect and in hallowing instead 
of profaning the Divine Name. 

The Chief Rabbi paid a tribute to the forty years’ services to 
the Synagogue as Cantor of the Rev. H. Newman. Dr. Hertz was 
the guest of Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Laski. 


Cantor Newman's Seventieth Birthday 


At the Yeshurun Hall of the Great Synagogue on Sunday evening, a ‘ 
Special Meeting was held under the Chairmanship of Mr. Nathan Laski, 
to celebrate the occasion of Cantor Harris 
Newman's seventieth birthday.

Under this scheme, German emigrants, and other 
persons residing outside Germany, will be able to transfer their 
blocked marks, as well as, in exceptional cases, certain other assets, 
such as German securities, mortgages, etc., to the Assurance 
Company. They will obtain from the Company a Single Premium 
Endowment Assurance Policy, based on blocked marks. The policies 
will have an immediate loan yalue. All payments to be made to the 
insured will be based on blocked marks; the Company will 
dispose of such amounts on behalf of the insured and then effeet 
payment to him in any currency desired. In case of removal of the 
present currency restrictions, payment will be made in free 
Reichmarks.

Reinhardt in the Dust 


The famous Deutsches. Theater in Berlin, where KReinhardt's 
greatest artistic successes were produced, is to be taken over by the 
Reich Government. Like the City Opera House, the theatre will 
be controlled by the Ministry of Propaganda, of which Dr. Goebbels 
is the head. It is intended also to take over the People’s Theatre 
and the Volksbuehne. 

A search is afoot to discover a Nazi Poet Laureate. The Youth 
leader, Baldur yon Schirach, has asked the young men and women 
taking part in the National Poetry Competition which ends on 
July 15th to enclose photographs with their manuscripts. The 
photograph is being demanded, one must presume, not because Herr 
von Schirach wishes the winner to look like a poet, but because he 
is afraid of inadvertently awarding the prize to a non-Aryan. 

The Kamera, a small hall in the Unter den Linden, Berlin's last 
highbrow ” cinema, has been closed by the Nazis. Its offence was 
that it not only featured French and American films more promt- 
nently than German ones, but also, in the words of the VOELKISCHER 
BEOBACHTER, “ had the impertinence to show old German films made 
by Jewish producers.’

And Wants To Do

Even if the persecution in Germany had been confined to Jews, 
it would have created an inescapable responsibility for other nations ; 
persecution is persecution whatever its form or scope and the 
interests of humanity are involved in any betrayal of the standards 
of civilisation. The persecution, in fact, has involved political 
critics and persons of only remotely Jewish connection, as well as 
Jews. It would be tragic, therefore, if the present tragedy should 
be regarded as merely a Jewish one, or the duty of assistance placed 
on Jewry alone. 

The issues involved run deep inio the nature of Western culture ; 
the totalitarian state, with its implication of dogmatic coercion of 
minorities or dissidents, flings a challenge direct, not only at 
Christian standards in the narrow sense, but also at the principle of 
individualism and“ liberty " which are essential parts of the cultural 
framework on which the West has develeped. When the authori. 
tarian state defines its own ethics and political assumptions in the 
flagrant follies of an Aryan paragraph, or frivolous jargon ofa ~ race’ 
theory, reason as well as honour is outraged. 


Holding Cheap the Things of the Mind 


Appalling though the attack on Jewry is, the deliberate ant. 
intellectualism of the present German regime, threatening the 
fundamental tradition of the universities, seems to many even more 
alarming. ‘To dismiss a professor on irrelevant grounds such as his 
religious convictions or Jewish connections; to displace scholars by 
specious arguments because political supporters desire the posts for 
economic or party reasons: to dest roy the contractual secu ity of a 
university teacher's position, which is indispensable for his research ; 
to exclude thousands of young men and almost all girls from 
higher education on the superficial, argumrent that graduates are 
unemployed (as if there were room in one country for only 
a limited number of trained minds); to select university students by 
arbitrary tests of a non-intellectual character; to order that a 
Jewish student can receive a “medical diploma for which 
he is qualified only on condition that he renounces his nationality; 
to extend the persecution abroad by prohibiting the export of 
incomes by which scholars and students could continue their 
studies ; these and many more acts of the German Government, and 
the absence of active opposition in the German Universities to these 
‘policies, suggest that the German nation has renounced the intellec. 
tualist tradition of the West and reverted to a romantic pessimism 
holding things ofthe mind as cheap. In the atmosphere created by 
such a tralwson des clercs, sympathy for Germany in her complex 
economic and political problems and in her revolutionary attempt 
to solve them evaporates; she has forfeited the moral and cultural 
co-operation of other nations. 

The Threat May Occur in Britain 

The Academic Assistance Council, formed one year ago, on the 
occasion of the German persecution, but from causes less temporary, 
is an index of the response in the country to this challenge to the 
Universities. It is not hostile to the people of any country, and 
passes no judgment on forms of government or any political issue 
between countries; but it emphatically asserts a belief in academic 
freedom, in the necessity for preserving the Universities as 
communities of free learning independent of -dictation from 
ephemeral political programmes, and in that reality of toleration 
which makes scholarship a kingdom of its own. Convinced that the 
heritage of the Universities must be defended, and that the world of 
learning must ignore national frontiers, the Council has found that 
its first practical task is to rescue these scholars and scientists who 
find that they cannot continue their work in Germany, on account 
of their religion, race or political opinion ; but from its inauguration 
the Council has determined not to confine its assistance to displaced 
scholars of any particular country. It recognises that the threat to 
academic freedom may occur in any country even in Great Britain. 

As an emergency policy during the present crisis, the Council 
has in the first place built up an information service by which the 
displaced scholars can be put into cont ict with the institutions or 
persons best able to help them. The o'ticers of the Council have 
been able to forward all requests for assistance to an appropriate 
expert for judgment, and in most cases to introduce the displaced 
University teachers to specialists in their own field. It is an indica- 
tion of the academic support which the Council has received that 
the officers have not had a single refusal to their extremely numerous 
requests for expert advice. This large body of specialist advisers 
and the active co-operation of the German scholars who are in 
enabled the Council to assist numerous institutions 
eg ig candidates from among the displaced teachers, not only 
in this country, but also in Ireland, Canada, New Zealand, India, 
Egypt, Turkey, the U.S.A., South America, Russia. China, Japan, and

The Palestine Loan Debate 


Ignorance and ‘Reckless Statements 


THROWING OIL ON THE FLAMES 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent] 

The notice which had been given to members, of the Palestine 
Loan motion last Friday, was very short, with the result that many 
who were keenly interested were unable to be present. 

It was clear that the views expressed by certain sections of the 
Press, that the British tax-payer was to suffer, had left their imprint 
on the minds of some members.

ALL FIVE TO BE “CALLED UP” 


Last vear on May 13th (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE representa. 
tive), I attended the Great Synagogue, when no less than four 
boys were Barmitzvah and called to the Reading of the Law on that 
same day. The event created considerable local interest, and in 
the following week's issue of Tuk Jewish CHRONICLE the celebration 
was referred to as being a unique event in the history of the Great 
Synagogue.

It may interest you to know that inthe year 1854, on 
the Sabbath after Shevuoth, were five boys Barmitzvah. 
I was one, Mr. Louis 8. Green was another, there was a Solomons of the 
booksellers’ family of Commercial Street and two other boys whose names 
iI donot remember, The Rev. A. A. Green was present at the service 
and may also remember the circumstance. I know Mr. L. 8. Green does, 
as we often refer to the event.” 

My curiosity was naturally aroused, and a reference to THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE of 1884, in its issue of June 15th of that vear, 
revealed a record of the truely unique event in the following terms: 

“ Five Barmitzvah boys were called to the Reading of the Law at the 
Great Synagogue ou Sabbath last. One was a Cohan, two Levyim ‘one 
reading the Haftara), the other two boys read as usual the sixth portion 
between them. Sixteen persons in all were called to the Reading of the 
Law in lieu of the usual number, eight.” 

Following Mr. Samuel's letter to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, the 
Wardens of the Great Synagogue thought that if the other two 
gentlemen whcse names Mr. Samuel did not remember could be 
traced and the whole tive brought together # would indeed be a 
still more striking event not only in the history of the Great Syna. 
gogue but also probably in.that of Anglo-Jewry. No time was lost. 
were traced, ‘and the year 1934-—the 
jubilee year of these Barmitzvahs—provided a fitting occasion for 
these five “ Barmitzvah boys,” now in their “ sixty-threes,”’ to come 
together once more in the same Synagogue whereat they entered 
their religious majority. 

To-morrow week (May 26th) on their 63fd birthdays, Messrs, 
Louis S. Green, Louis Harris, Ezekiel Richard Levy, James Abraham 
Sathuel and Dick Isaac Solomons will once more attend the Great 
synagogue together with their families and friends, and will be 
“called up" to the same portions of the Law as they read in 1884, 
The Chief Rabbi has been invited to preach the sermon. Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen has intimated his intention of being present, and it is 
anticipated that a very large congregation will gather in the Syna. 
gogue for this interesting jubilee celebration.

Time was when 
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barbarities and cruelties were dominant in the earth. The Jew 
stood for Righteousness and for Justice. To-day the principle of 
Righteousness is established in many places. Wherever a voice is 
heard in support of justice, the words are those of some Hebrew 
Prophet. In a sense, civilisation is the growth and spread of 
Righteousness. But in our age, there has been a lessening of the 
power of Righteousness. Not right but might isthe cry. Wherever 
tyranny raises its head, whether it be called Dictatorship or Fascism, 
there Righteousness is endangered. No nation can continue if it be 
built upon That is fundamental. There are 
many black spots in Europe to-day where wrong and brutality have 
usurped the place of Righteousness and Justice. In Germany 
the new rulers proclaim, blatantly and unashamed, that German 
justice is what is beneficial to Germany. Yet few voices are 
heard in the world in condemnation of Germany. We seem to 
mince matters. We are very careful of each other's dignity. 
If a courageous thinker speaks of Hitler in plain words, the 
German representative squeals, appealing to the holy principle that 
the head of one state should not be “ vilified" in another. People 
read of German or Austrian barbarities one day and forget them the 
next. All the more reason for the Jews to hold aloft the banner of 
Righteousness and Justice. Like the Hebrew Prophets who even 
when injustice prevailed never lost their conviction that in the end 
Righteousness would triumph, the Jews of to-day need to remember 
the words of a great. English statesman, ~ Be just and fear not.” 
One more point is worth noting. The treatment of the Jews in 
every land is the measure of the prevalent righteousness in that 
land. If unrighteousness and persecution is the policy of a country, 
the Jews are the first. victims. But they are not the only victims. In 
this way you may measure the extent of true religion in a country, 
When 
Jews pleal for righteousness, they do so not merely for themselves 
but for all mankind. The present wave of anti-Semitism in Europe 
is thus not a Jewish matter. It affects Christianity as a whole. In 
opposing this social poison, the children of light are working to 
establish the rule of Righteousness.

Earl Winterton Criticises Balfour Declaration 


PALESTINE: “ THIS MISERABLE LITTLE COUNTRY . 


Immigration and Prosperity 


The Financial resolution for the Palestine Loan (Guarantee) 
was considered in Committee last Friday. 

Sir P. CuntLirre-LIsTerR, Secretary of State for the Colonies 
(Hendon, U.), moved the resolution, which was as follows :— 

That it is expedient to authorise the Treasury to guarantee 
the payment of the principal of, and the interest on, a loan to 
be raised by the Government of Palestine not exceeding an 
amount sufficient to raise £2,000,000, and to chiarge on the 
Consolidated Fund any moneys required to fulfil any such 
guarantee.” 

He said: “The Resolution and the Bill which will be founded 
upon it implement the undertaking and carry out the policy which 
Il explained fully when we debated this question in July last. It 
proposes that His Majesty's Government should have authority to 
guarantee the principal of and interest on a loan not exceeding 


£2,000,000. Lt follows precisely the precedent that was followed in 
1926, when my right hon. Friend the Member for Epping (Mr. 


Churchill) was Chancellor of the Exchequer and when the House 
guaranteed loan of £4,500,000. The financial position -in Pales- 
tine, and therefore the security for this loan, is incomparably better 
than in 1926. We are merely guaranteeing the principal and 
interest, and we do not propose to make the direct grant which was 
suggested in 1930. The Government guarantee itself is of consider- 
able value. It makes the loan at a rate of interest which Palestine 
can afford and, therefore, it is a very valuable conceSsion to Pales- 
tine, without any serious risks to ourselves. 

“ The financial position has improved enormously in recent 
years. In 1930 there was a deficit of £146,000. In 1982-33 that 
deficit had been converted into a surplus on the year of £500,000, 
in the year 1933-34 it is estimated that the surplus will be in the 
region of £1,000,000. The criticism which I have seen of the Pales- 
tine position is that the balance of trade is uneven. It is true that 
there is a large excess of imports over exports at the present time, 
but from what does that excess come? It comes largely because 
people are putting money into Palestine. It is not by any means only 
the large amount of money that comes in from the Zionist organi- 
sations, but very large amounts of money are being sunk by indi- 
vidual investors and companies. It is natural, therefore, that there 
should be this large importation, and as this development proceeds 
and the irrigated areas produce, undoubtedly the exports will tend 
to grow largely in future years. In addition to that, there is the 
value of the internal markets, and in the general security and pros- 
perity of the country there is a most interesting development going 
on in building up many different kinds of industries in Palestine 
which will add to its internal wealth and prosperity. 


Paying Prospects 


‘3 The objects of the Loan will be in large measure revenue- 
producing. Take, for instance, the additional expenditure which is 
to be made on the port of Haifa where an oil dock is being built and 
a land area reclaimed. The total expenditure on that is put down 
at £210,000. The oil dock alone will bring in, under contract with 
the oil company, a minimum rent of £30,000—not a bad return on 
an expenditure of £200,000. In addition to that there are the 
reclaimed areas, and there will be certain rents obtainable from 
those reclaimed areas. Arab re-settlement will be on terms on 
which there will be a rental payment for the farms on which they 


are settled. Agricultural credits should, I hope, more or less pay . 


their way. I donot believe that we could engage in a more hopeful 
Operation than in trying to find more water and in trying to improve 
the water supplies. These objects have been selected on their 
merits. It may be said that they favour unduly one section of the 
population against the other, that the Arab gets more out of it than 
the Jew, or vice versa.

During the four years of Lord Plumer's 
administration there were, in. 1925, 384,000 Jewish immigrants; in 
1926, 13,000; in 1927, 2,700; and in 1928, 2,158. Last year our total 
of Jewish immigrants was 30,000 all told. In the first two months of 


this year the immigration is 5,200. 


Definition of “ Absorptive Capacity "’ 


‘Lam not saying that you could not employ more builders to-day 
in Palestine than are going in. In fairness, let me say that the 
High Commissioner has frequently made an offer, and said that if 
there is a shortage of skilled labour, if we produce the skilled labour, 
he will give special privileges for that skilled labour. It is not an 
answer to claim for skilled labour of a particular occupation and 
say that there is a chance for them and then to bring in other 
skilled people Who cannot get a job at all. By absorptive capacity,’ 
we do not mean that at a particular moment a certain number of 
people can find a job. You have to take into account the general 
future of that country. Every Jew who goes to settle in Palestine 
means to stay there and found a family and make it his permanent 
home. The Arab population is, of course, increasing very largely 
and the only people who can form a fair judgment of what is the 
proper absorptive capacity of the country are those who are on the 
spot. working in an administrative way day in and day out, and 
who have only one interest, which is to serve the best economic 
advantage and general welfare of that country. I will never, as 
long as | am Secretary of State, try to over-rule those people who 
are on the spot and who must be responsible, and alone judge 
of how many people of one kind or another shall be allowed to come 
in at a particular time. We are discharging an obligation, we are 
carrying on the established policy of successive British Governments 
in the past, and in. doing that I believe we shall be doing good 
business for our own people in this country.”

Tiberias Overwhelmed by Two Deluges 
MANY LIVES LOST IN RAGING TORRENT 


TOTAL CASUALTIES NOT YET ASCERTAINED 
‘From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM | 


Twenty-three were killed and others are still missing, as a 
result of a flood in Tiberias on Monday, when, following 
a very severe cloudburst, a raging torrent ten feet high 
swept the narrow market streets of the lakeside town, destroy- 
ing houses and depositing tons of mud and stones. Your corres- 
pondent was one of the two foreign newspaper representatives who 
were almost immediately on the scene of the disaster, which 
presented a spectacle of indescribable confusion, the habitual 
squalour being heightened by the havoc of the storm. The cloud. 
burst which caused the damage occurred in the hills, where a land- 
slide “banked gup, the; water into a raging torrent Fortunately, 
the other parts of the lakeside, such as Kinnereth, to the south and 
Migdal to the north, where the flood escaped seawards, were not 
affected. It burst with tremendous force on the. clustered, low- 
lying houses in old Tiberias, whose compactness blocked the 
gigantic streams seeking an outlet, with devastating results. 

I was a witness of the heartrending scenes in the, hospitals, 
where there were scores of casualties, mostly aged people and 
children, these being the only occupants of. the houses at .noon 
which collapsed in the catastrophe. About a quarter of the 
unfortunate victims were oriental .Jows, and the rest mainly Arabs. 
Many of the homeless sheltered in the Peterschweitzer Hospital of 
the Workers’ Fund, and the Scots Mission: Hospital took a large 
number of the more serious Cases. 

Relief was immediately organised by Mr. Edwin Samuel, Assistant 
District Commissioner, and was later supplemented by Mr. Keith 
Roach, District Commissioner. Jewish settlements and Arab villages 
sent food, clothing and bedding for the unfortunate refugees. Happily 
the milk supply is ensured. Chalutzim also volunteered for 
hospital work and guarding property. British Palestinian police, 
particularly Jews, who did yeoman service in the rescuing of women 
and children earlier in the day, were reinforced by squads from 
Nazareth and Haifa, while a detachment of the Gordon Highlanders, 
who were in their Summer Camp at Rosh Pinah, worked like 
trojans, helping with the salvaging work in the afternoon and 
evening. 

It is feared that many victims have been swept out into the lake, 
which is strewn with the debris of houses and furniture. The silt 
deposit is contaminating the water supply, and: water-wagons 
are coming from Haifa, to relieve the shortage. The killed include 
an aged Sefardi Rabbi, Moshe Yifrah and his wife. who were 
trapped in a cellar. 


Second Flood 


OFFICIAL DEATH-ROLL 


A further disaster overtook Tiberias on Tuesday, when a 
similar cloudburst broke upon the city at about the same time as the 
previous one- Fortunately, it was far less severe than on Monday. 
During the morning strenuous efforts had been made to clear the 
streets of mud, but the new torrents washed the mud back in banks 
three feet high. The authorities had anticipated a further storm 
and evacuated most of the population from the slum quarters. Those 
remaining took refuge on the roof-tops, until the raging streams 
had passed through the streets into the lake. There were no 
‘asualties in the second torrent. 

The official death-roll is given as 29, including 6 Jews, the 
majority of the fatalities being children. Relief work is now fully 
organised, clothing and bedding are coming in from all parts of the 
country. Jewish settlers and Chalutzim from the neigbourhood 
have volunteered in large numbers to help in the salvage work. 
The damage to property in the town is estimated at £80,000, and 
an unofficial estimate of the total casualties is about 100 killed and 
injured, 24 of the latter being detained in hospital. There are still 
10 missing and believed to be lost. 

Sir Arthur Wauchope, the High Commissioner, visited the 
affected area on Tuesday and talked with some of the injured. Two 
thousand of the inhabitants of Tiberias who are destitute are being 
fed by the Government. At least 300 are homeless. 

The Secretary of State for the Colonies has received the follow. 
ing telegram from the High Commissioner for Palestine : 

“At 12 noon on Monday there was a cloudburst on Tiberias. 
causing loss of life and serious damage in the old city. Nineteen 
bodies have so far been recovered, fifteen persons ‘admitted to 
hospital and a number reported missing. A large number have been 
rendered homeless, Effective relief measures have been taken.” 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister sent the following telegram to Sir 
Arthur Wauchope: 

“IT have learned with great regret of the loss of life and damage 
caused by cloudburst on Tiberias. Please convey to the Mayor and 


people of Tiberias an expression of my deep Sympathy with the 
bereaved and distressed.”

his instructions into effect and fix the remuneration of that official

The Government has evidently considered (perhaps rightly so), 
the population in many places has not yet grown up to the 
lard of self-government, and is, therefore, in need of a strong 

rdianship. In regard, however, to Tel-Aviv, whose municipality 
functionéd properly and efficiently for many years, there could 
»such fears. Yet Tel-Aviv was also submitted to these limitations 

vs the new ordinance. Such a step backwards is hardly in keeping 
with the traditions of British rule. 

On the other hand the new ordinance, to our surprise, does not even 
late a knowledge of reading and writing on the part of counsellors or 
mayors.

“Vested American property in the Mandated territory must be respected 
and in no way impaired.” The Americans who live in the towns of 
Palestine will surely not consent to the possibility of a third of the gross 
income from their property being put at the disposal of their neighbours, 
all the more when a basic principle of the American Constitution is—" no 
taxation without representation.” A similar evasion of the points of the 
Mandate regarding equality of rights is demonstrated by the withdrawal 
ofurban municipal rights from the inhabitants of many large Jewish colonies, 
like Petach Tikvah, Rishon and Rechoboth, which in 1932 were already 
recognised as urbanised villages, and have still to pay the Government 
urban property tax together with other towns. These Jewish settlements 
possess from 7 to 15 thousand inhabitants, are a rich source of income for 
the Treasury and yet are not recognised as worthy of self-government. At 
the same time small Arab settlements, some partly populated by Bedouin, 
like Shafa-‘Amr with 2,79) inhabitants: Jenin 2,696; Beit-Jala 2,732; 
Beersheba 2,955 have received self-government. The most eloquent 
comparison is Petach Tikvah with 15,060 inhabitants and Majdal with 
6,000 inhabitants. They were two years ago both recognised as urbanised 
villages (report of 1932, page 10); but now the Jewish colony is ex« luded 
from the list, and Majdal is recognised as ripe for self-government. This 
incongruity seems to be aimed deliberately at diminishing the Jewish 
representation in the municipal Counciis of Palestine, which may, in the

HOUR RATES FOR TEACHERS 


A proposal of considerable importance to the future of Jews 
College was made by Dr. M. Epstein at a meeting of the Council on 
Monday, when he strongly advocated the abolition of the matricula- 
tion class. Dr. Epstein’s proposal was the outcome of the report 
received from the Education Committee. 

It will be recalled that the question of the future of the class in 
view of the retirement of Mr. Kilner was considered at the last 
meeting of the Council, and it was decided that the matter should 
be referred to the Education Committee for consideration and that 
it should report to the Council at the earliest possible moment. 

‘This report showed that for the period 1923-1933, 49 pupils had entered 
the Matriculation Class, of whom 20 had passed the examination, 22 had 
left without passing and 7 were still in the class. The figures for the 
period 1915-1922 were: 24 entered the class, 10 passed, and 14 left without 
passing.

In all the intervening 
centuries, the divine spark of poetry was never quenched in Italian Jewry. 
This in itself is a sufficient corrective of the current misconception, which 
makes Moses Hayim Luzzatto the first Hebrew poet after the great 
medieval galaxy, and begins with him the history of modern Hebrew 
literature. Even compositions in Biblical style, after the model of the 
Psalms, antedate Wessely by a full century. It must be admitted, 
however, that the Italian school, though always capable of producing 


perfectly-turned verses on the slightest pretext, not infrequently lacked 
the true poetic fire.

Sturdy Development of Synagogue Social Club 


A correspondent writes : 

The North London Synacogue Social Society has. proved itself a very 
efficient organisation for providing young Jewry of the district with social 
entertainment of the right kind. It has a membership of 250 whose ages 
range from eighteen years upwards, and subscriptions are sufficiently small 
to be within the reach of most young people. The Society, although 
directly connected with the North London Synagogue, the Board of 
Management of which take an active interest in its work, is entirely self 
supporting. The usual indoor activities such as dancing and debates are 
arranged ; and, in relation to outdoor sports, this club enjoys the advantage 
of having its own tennis court. Other sections of outdoor sport not 
commonly to be found in Jewish clubs are a cycling section, and a life- 
saving class—the * N.L.5.5.5.” has its own hon, instructor. 

One of the main reasons that led to the formation of this club, was to 
save adolescent Jewry from drifting into associations fraught with the 
kind of temptations that invariably abound in amongst what is commonly 
known as “bad company.” That the “N.L.S.5.5." is made sufficiently 
interesting to keep many young Jews from.exposure to such danger cannot 
be doubted, as its general atmosphere and the esprit de corps of its mem- 
bers, although perhaps equalled in other clubs, is certainly not surpassed, 
Much of the Society’s success in this direction must be ascribed to Mr. D. 


van Praag, whose hard work and understanding management of young 
people have made his services to the Clubinvaluable. Mr, van Praag is . 


the Society's Life President, and both for him and Mrs. van Praag this 
office is no easy honour. They are always to be found at the club's 
gatherings. The Society has frequent dances with a good dance band in 
attendance, and the N.UL.S.S.S. is now in the position to provide its 
members with at least one free dance a month. 

The Rev. W. Morein is the Society's co-Treasurer, and here again we 
have an active worker, His regular attendance on club nights ensures 
that a steady effort is made for the dissemination of Jewish thought and 
Jewish ideals among these young people. One feature which I find 
particularly admirable is the way new members are made to feel at home. 
Cliquishness, an insidious blemish to be found in too many clubs, is 
definitely non-existent here. Possibly this is due to the carefully main. 
tained atmosphere of happiness and friendliness. Mr. and Mrs. Van Praag 
see to it that while the proprieties are fully adhered to, there is nothing 
“ Mrs. Grundy-ish” about the club and its membership. The Society's 
Dramatic Section has run shows for charities, and quite recently £20 was 
raised by them for the alleviation of distress among the German-Jewish 
refugees. For the N.L.5.58.5., like many other Jewish institutions, have 
not forgotten the sad plight of their German brothers and sisters. 

A happy reflection of the Club's success in providing opportunities for 
young people to meet in a congenial Jewish atmosphere, and of its 
valuable work in restraining inter-marriage with the many problems this 
phenomenon involves, is to be seen in the fact that during the past 
months no less than six marriages and a number of engagements have 
resulted from friendships that originated at 72, Lofting Road. Then there 
is the “ Cheder” which is directly under the wing of the N.UL.S.5.5., and 
the young students of which are given an outing by the Society. Mr. Van 
Praag tells me that as their financial position improves the Society hopes 
to do much more both for its members and also in the collection of money 
for charity. The N.L.S.8.8. paid staff have special uuiforms with the 
Shield of David prominently displayed thereon.

The Two Laws 


By AUNTIE 
HE Festival which we celebrate on 
Sunday celebrates two kinds of law 
—Revealed Law and Natural Law. It 
is the traditional anniversary of the 
Revelation on Mount Sinai and it is also the 
first of the beautiful Nature festivals which 
form such an attractive feature of the Jewish 
calendar. There isaclose connection between 
the two aspects of the day, which deserves 
some comment, 

FREEMEN 

First of all it should be noted that Pentecost 
is closely linked with Passover. Sinai was 
the culmination of the Exodus. The whole 
purpose of the going-forth from Egypt was to 
establish the principle of human liberty and, 
above all, the right of freedom of worship. 
It may seem strange at first sight that the 
freedom of man should be marked by the 
Sinaitic “thou shalt” and “thou shalt not.” 
By restrictions, in fact. But the law enshrined 
in the Ten Commandments is an enabling 
law. It alone makes true freedom possible, 
Sy setting forth the conditions of family life, 
of labour (the weekly rest day), of respect for 
property and the person, it makes the peace- 
ful life of the home and of society possible. 
There is still freedom in the higher. sense. 
Man is at liberty to choose whether he will 
abide by these necessary restrictions for 
individual and social happiness, whether he 
will elect for the good and life, or evil and 
death, The choice is put before him. 

Wry Sinar? 

The story of the Revelation on Mount Sinai 
is one of the most impressive narratives in 
the bible. We can discern the divine wisdom 
in making it take place amid awful natural 
surroundings. It was designed to leave an 
indelible impression on the national con- 
sciousness. Those who witnessed the flaming 
peak and heard the proclamation of the sacred 
code would never forget it and would transmit 
it to their descendants as an imperishable heri- 
tage. Andsoithasremained. The Israelites 
passed it on as the common possession of 
Mankind, 

Nature's Law

he must take the consequences of its defiance
